' yHEK/EAS it is expedient that the* Associated Cesspayers Preamble, 
to serve at Presentment Sessions shall be elected bv the 
Cesspayers of the Barony, that the Magistrates to serve 
at Presentment Sessions shall be limited to those connected with 
5 the Barony for which the Sessions are held, and that the Grand 
Jury at each Assizes shall have Power to nominate permanent 
Committees to serve from each Assizes to the next ensuing Assizes, 
and to discharge the Duties lierein-after provided :

the Number of Cesspayers to he elected for each Barony to be 
associated ■with the Justices at Presentment Sessions to he holden 
therein, and may divide any Barony into One or more Electoral 
Divisions, for the Election of One or more such Cesspayers : Pro- 
vided always, that until an Order is made as aforesaid for any 5 
Barony by the Lord Lieutenant in Council, the Number of 
Associated Cesspayers to be elected under this Act shall he the 
Number fixed by the Grand Jury at the Assizes next before the 
passing of this Act under the Provisions of Statute Sixth and 
Seventh William the Fourth, Chapter One hundred and sixteen, 10 
Section Eight. 

2 . The Constituency to elect the Associated Cesspayers for each 
Barony shall he the Persons for the Time being entitled to vote at 
the Election of Members of Parliament in respect of an Occupation 
Qualification arising out of Lands and Premises wholly or in part 15 
situate in such Barony. 

3 . The Associated Cesspayers shall he elected in the Month of 
March in each Year. Nominations shall be made in Writing before 
the First of February to the Secretary of the Grand Jury by some 
Person qualified to vote for Barony, or Electoral Division if Barony 20 
he divided ; if some Cesspayer on the List of those so as aforesaid 
qualified to vote for the Barony, or for Electoral Division if Barony 

he divided, who shall be valued to the Belief of the Poor in respect 
of Property situate in such Barony or Electoral Division to the 
Amount of at least Twenty Pounds a Year : Provided always, that 25 
in any Barony or County Electoral Division where the Qualifica- 
tions of elected Guardians of tlie Poor for a Poor Law Electoral 
Division wholly or in part in such Barony or County Electoral 
Division shall be less than Twenty Pounds , the Qualification of an 
Associated Cesspayer for such Barony or Electoral Division shall 30 
not require a higher Bating than is required for a Poor Law 
Guardian in such Poor Law Electoral Division.

General Provisions. 

11 . It shall be lawful for the Grand Jury at each Assizes to elect 
not less than PUjhi or more than Twelve Members of the Jurv 3 10 
or Persons who have served on any preceding Grand Jury for 
same County within Seven Years, to he a Standing Committee in 
respect of the Fiscal Business of the County until the next Grand 
Jury be sworn ; the first-named Member of the Committee shall he 
the Chairman of such Committee, and in his Absence the Members 16 
to appoint, out of their Number present, a Chairman. 

12 . The Standing Committee shall meet in the Grand Jury 

Boom when summoned by Order of the Chairman or on the Requi- 
sition of Two Members of the Committee, and Three present shall 
constitute a Quorum. ~ 20 

13 . The Standing Committee shall inquire into all such Mattel's 
relating to the Fiscal Business of the County as shall he referred 
to them by the Grand Jury, and report to succeeding Grand Jury. 

14 . The Standing Committee shall take cognizance of all Com- 
plaints of the Non-execution of any Presentments of the Grand 26 
Jury, and of all Complaints against the Treasurer, Surveyor, Sur- 
veyor’s Assistants, or High Constables, and report thereon, if thev 
see fit, to the succeeding Grand Jury. 

15 . The opening of Tenders, where Expense exceeds One lmn- 
clred Pounds, may he referred by Presentment Sessions, if they on 
shall so think fit, to the Standing Committee in Cases where here- 
tofore referred to Grand Jury, under Statute Sixth and Seventh 
"William the Fourth, Chapter One hundred and sixteen, Section 
Nineteen. 

16 . In all Cases where the County Surveyor shall serve Notice on 36 
a Contractor for neglecting to repair a Road, he shall report the 
Case to the Standing Committee, and obtain them Sanction for so 
undertaking the Work instead of the Contractor. 

17 . In 
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17. In case a High Constable should (lie before collecting the 
Entire of the County Cess, or a Vacancy should otherwise occur, the 
Standing Committee shall be and are hereby empowered to appoint 
another High Constable in his Place or Stead till an Appointment 
5 shall be made by the Grand Jury at the following Assizes, and the 
• Power of Magistrates at Quarter Sessions to make such Appoint- 
ment under Sixth and Seventh William the Fourth, Chapter One 
hundred and sixteen, Section One hundred and forty-seven, and 
Eleventh and Twelfth Victoria, Chapter Twenty-six, shall cease. 

10 18. Collectors of Grand Jury Cess shall lodge the Cash in Bank 

to the Credit of the Treasurer from Time to Time as they collect the 
same, and the Accounts lodged by the Cess Collectors up to the Day 
previous to each Meeting of the Standing Committee shall be laid 
before the Standing Committee by the Treasurer or his Clerk. 

15 19. Each Grand Jury may, if they think lit, in addition to the 

Standing Committee herein-before provided, appoint One or more 
Baronial Sub-Committees to act for Two or more Baronies united, 
for that Purpose ; such Sub-Committees to consist of not less than 
Three or more than Six Members, of which Two may form a 
20 Quorum ; and the Grand Jury may nominate the same Persons to 
serve on the Baronial Committees as on the County Committee, and 
shall be composed of Members of the last previous Grand Jury, or 
Persons who have served upon any previous Grand Jury for same 
County within Seven Years. 

25 20. Each Grand Jury may authorize a Baronial Sub-Committee 

to exercise, instead of the Standing Committee of the County, in 
respect of the Baronies for which they are appointed, any or all of 
the Powers herein conferred on the Standing Committee of the 
County, as the Grand Jiu*y appointing such Baronial Committee 
30 shall, at the Time of its Appointment, direct. 

21. Whereas Two Justices have now the Power of ordering Twenty 
Pounds for the [Repair of any sudden Damage, and it has been found 
35 in some Circumstances that this Amount is not sufficient : Be it 
therefore enacted, That it may be lawful for any Two Justices at 
Petty Sessions, in any County, to order a Sum not exceeding Fifty 
Founds for Breaches in Bridges, Pipes, and Walls, and not exceeding 
Twenty Founds for Breaches in Roads and Embankments ; provided 
that it shall appear upon the view of both of them, before any Part 
of the Work has been executed, that such Sum will be required, and 
40 that the Repairs of such sudden Damage cannot be delayed until
